10 not wish to convey the slightest 
proaoh to tliose who had charge of the 
poor creature. From all that we 
learn, the Chief of rnlice and his men 
lid the best that they could under th 
circumstances. But the duty that wa 
Llirust u)ioii them was one which they 
ought not to have beeu called upon to 
perform. A person who is so unfortun 

as to become demented is not . 
criminal, ami it is an outrage that Ir 
or she should he treated ua such. 
A \'irtuoua, well .^educated girl 
and a stranger becomes insane. Instead 
of being treated as a patient who bus 
been terribly afllicted through no fault 
of her own, the police, for want of 
scjine propel' place to take her to, arc 
obliged to treat her as if she was the 
niosl abamloueil of licr sex. She is 
taken to the police cells, with no one 
but men to look after her, and is kept 
t;here for days. If she had boon a 
.li'iinken, degraded klootchman she 
would not have lieen treated otherwise. 
Happily the alllicted girl could not 
realize the po.sitioii in which she was 
placed, but no doubt she was unduly 
excited by what she was compelled to see 
and bear in that place, and her chances 
of recovery Icsseneil, if not destroyed 
altogether. Il is a deep reproach to the 
city that an alllicted person should be 
treated in this way. The proper place 
for the poor girl waa the hospital where 
her surroundings would be decent and 
like what she had been accustomed to, 
where she could be kept (juiet, and 
where she couUl be looke<l after by per- 
sons of her own sex. .Surely an insane 
pcr.sun could lie iicooimiiodated in one 
of the hospitals for two or tliice days 
until lie or she could be examined and 
.-icnt to the lunatic asylum. Cases of 
tliis kind seldom liuiipeii, bul that is no 
reason why some kind of provision 
should not be made for Ihei 
Kvery body iiiu.-it see that the [ 
lice cells are no place iu wliich 
an insane yqiuig woinau slioidd be 
be kept for days. NVe tnist that the 
authorities will look into this matter 
und make some duuent provision for the 
safe-keeping of iiLsaiU! persons who ai(' 
so unfortunate as to have no friends to 
look after iheui. It is unjust and in- 
human to treat them aa if they were 
evil-doers.

1 1 is luiswcr dill not plcasr some of hi.-s 
eateehisers. They declared llmt liis 
^iews did not accord with those of Her- 
iiert Spencer. When Mr. Morley said 
that Herbert Spencer had modified his 
v iews on that subject his reply waa 
t real.'il by the propounder of the ipies- 
I ions as an cVii-,iiJii, and the single tax 
men niaiiilained that Herbert .Spencer 
is on thoir side. Henry George and his 
disciples here do the same thinff, and 
cite his writings in favor of their scheme 
of spiiliation. 

Luckily .Mr. Spiiicer is alive and 
I'lNiily to defend liia reputation. He 
-aw what had been aaid about him in 
Mewoostle, and he immediately wrote a 
hitter to the Times in which he rcpudi- 
a led tlu; views attributed to him by 
.\li. .Morley's hecklers. Ho admits tliat 
■^uiiudliing which hi! wrote forty years 
,.go, and which hn iias since done all he 
rould to .suppi-csM, might, if taken by it- 
,cli, brar si.iiiriliiiig lik^.'.tho. intofprottt- 
tioii init ujion il by the Nevroas.tle poli- 
liciuus, but thut while ho still adheres 
lo the general principles, ho dtsseii^od 
from some of the ileduclioim. Ho said, 
too, thai his opiiiions had been made lo 
.ippear by those who circulated them, 
wiiiely different from what they really 
me by the omIsHioii of accompany iiig 
opinions. But ibero is one thing which 
he maki'H Hullicieiilly clear in Ilis letter, 
.aid that is, thai be never advocated 
taking the hind fioni iis owiii^rH wilii- 
oiit giving thoiii HiluijUivte coinpeiisiilion. 
To prove tjjiljj hO'^Uptes ' the following 
passagii from tlio work from wliicli the 
land iialionnlists take tholr quotations. 
Alluding to the hiiHincBs of componsa- 
tion of land ownern, he said It would lie 
a very coinplicated one

ner. j,'Justly:^(.to!''«Bthiidte and liqui- 
lato the olaims of Biioh is* one of the 
most intricate problems which the state 
will one <liiy have to solve. 

Anything more widely dilVerent from 
Henry Qeorgo'a schoiiio of wholesale 
robbery cannot be iniagtued. Mr. 
Spencer, who is considered by the world 
at;largo^l^Bt'<Mi profound>a th^iker as 
Henry George, is by no meons of the 
ipinion that the nfttionalizatiou of land 
is a cure for nil social ills. He say.s nt 
the conclusion of his letter to the Times: 
"On the other liaiid,iiatioiializatioii of 
land effected after compensation for the 
artiiioi::^! :yalu9, given by cultivation, 
amounting to,the, greater part of its 
value, would 'eniiail in the shape of in- 
terest on the required purchase money 
08 great a Bum.as is now paid in rent, 
iihd iiictft^d a. gr^i^tor, considoring the 
espective " rat»'8,^o( .' intp'rostonlanded 
lii'oiierty and other 'prctperty. ' 'Add to 
whicli, there is no reason to oelieve tli&t 
the substituted form of administration 
would be'bbit^r''tluni the existing form 
of administration. The belief that land 
would be better managed by public 
oilicials than it is by private owners is a 
very wild belief." 

It is to be hoped that after this the 
single tax' iitlvoca^ will not quote 
Herbert Spencer as beiiig in favor of 
their very peculiar system. Wo see 
that the use they havo hitherto made of 
his name was exeeediiigly disingenuous, 
hut if, lifter his repudiation of their 
principles iu the London Times, tliey 
continue to claim him as being on thoir 
side, tliny will he most dishoneat 
h'roni that letter it is cviduiit that 
whatever Herbert Spencer thinks of 
private property in land in the abstract 
ho is as much opposed to communistic 
sehenies like that of Henry Goorgo iis it 
is possible for an honest man to be.

The Montreal Star, in an article on 
the ■Rrome election, makes sonic re- 
marks on partyism and provincial poli- 
ties which are worth thinking ovei-.

The (h)ud Wc-V Done by the Iioaiea of 
the W. (.'. T. U.--Hon' thia Homo Is 
Conducted. , 

At tho annual convention of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
held ill September, 1888, it was decided 
that, if priictieablc, durhig the year a 
Imme of refuge should be opened to re- 
claim llii^ fallen and shelter the friend- 
less of oni ov. ii se.K, who have boon loss 
fortunate and ofteiitiiiiiJs less favorod 
than we have been; those whoso places 
some of us might have (lecupied were it 
md for t he grace of (iod; were it not for 
tlie goodness of ( iod ill [ilaciiig us with 
diU'erciit surroiimlings, in giving us 
dill'ereiit education, and perha])3 inherit- 
ing dill'erent natures. Immediately 
iollowing the convention the need of 
such a home becanie so apparent that 
we appealeil to our president, in whose 
charge the work had been left, for help. 
.She at once suggested that we ask 
Colonel Woodford, who was visiting 
our Province al the time, lo give the 
last evening in each place he lectured to 
raising nioney for this work. 

Mrs. Spencer, the superintendent of 
social purity, threw her whole ciii'rgy 
into the suggestivni, and it was largiily 
through her efforts that it was arranged 
to carry out this idea 'in 'Viutoria so 
succosafully. 

SUBSORimONS. 

'I'he sum of $1,200 wiui siibscribed at 
the meeting, which was afterwards in- 
ercased to §1,774. Vancouver also fol- 
lowed this plan and forwarded $200 to 
tho treasurer of tho Refugo as tho result 
of the evening's subscriptions. In New 
Westminster it was not thought advis- 
able at that lime to ask for snbserip- 
lions, and since that lime the opportun- 
ity has not presented itself to r.iise 
funds lor this work. A very nice bed- 
room set \\as sent from there, however, 
which helped in fiiriiisliiiig the home. 
In North .-Vrm the ladies canvassed and 
raised ■•^S-l.'_',"i, which elVort the commit 
lee fully appreciated. l''roin Kuniloops 
we received Sti."0, a donalion from the 
treasurs of the local union. /Xt a meeting 
ol the I'roviiieial executive of tliissociety 
it was <leeidcd that Victoria was the 
iiiost desirable place fu- the refuge, and 
a ph.-asaiit central home was bought. 
It was opened in May, Mrs. Liikei 
kindly taking clrirgi! for lliiei^ weeks 
until a Illation was found in .Miss Cogs- 
well, from No\a .^eotia, but al the end 
of t wo iiioiit lis she sent ill her resigna- 
tion and married. We were, however, 
most fortunate in seriiriiig an (dderly 
matriui, who is a real mother to the 
girls, ami just suited for the position. 
She has the many (|iialilieations which 
you so rarely lind in one pmson, 
education, cmugy, tact, patience, 
aud a thoroughly consecrated 
heart. 'The home is nianageil by 
a. committee of twelvo ladies, selected 
from the diU'creiil churches, appointed 
aiiiiually by the convention of the 
Women's (^hristian Temperance Union, 
these to be assisted by an ailvi.sory 
board composed of the elergymeu of all 
I'vangelieal churches, and six laynieii 
sele .ted by the managing (OQinmit^ee. 
I hrec of these ladies aro aj^oIiTOid 
every month to nmniige tho i»teri\al/»i;- 
laiigements of the home.

During the year the commitlue have 
tried to help nine girls, seven of whom 
liavc- lireii sheltered by the home; thr^ 
of thesi' have gone to thidr parent

and in distri^ss, without friends and 
» ithoiil money. The girls are happy 
and conloiitcd, striving to learn both 
housekeeping and sewing. They are be- 
ginning to pray 1111(1 eariiestlj' striving 
to overcome their evil natures. .Mneb 
to the regret of the ladies, one, who ha: 
since gone to I'.er ])arents, hail to be (lis 
missed tnmi the home for repeated in 
subordination, which was the iraiisc of 
iiicorreet reports, dclriiiieiital to the 
home, appearing in tho daily press. 
Before leaving the city the youiiL; 
woman called on the matron and some 
of the ladies to say good-bye, 
promising to try aiid do right ;
